PEKING (CP)—Noith- 
eadtern China’s earth¬ 
quake has left Tangshan, 
an industrial city of one 
million people, in rains, b 
group of French suivivors 
from the stricken i-egion 
said today. 

Tangshan, an important 
vtoal mining centre, was near 
the epicentre of two powerful 
earthquakes Wednesday. 
Chairman Mao Tse-tung has 
expressed grave concern for 
the safety of millions in the 
area. 

Direct word on the impact 
m Tangshan came today fi*om 
a group of French survivors 
who said the city was "ruined 
bitaUy —100 per cent." One 
French girl was killed and 
companions escaped^ when 
their hotel collapsed, they 
said. 

The survivors and the girl’s 
body were flown to Peking. 
Their comments on the devas¬ 
tation at Tangshan came after 
the New China News Agency 
announced the earthquake 
caused "great losses to peo¬ 
ple’s lives and property.” 

Millions of Chirtese slept in 
rain-soaked street* for the 
second day today after what 
(4>!«erven stiggest was one of 
the worst disasters in China's 
liislnry. 

The government remained 
silent on total deaths and de¬ 
struction but the official Rsin- 
hua news agency reported 
that numerous medical teams 
have been nished to the area, 
centred on the industrial com¬ 
plex of Tientsin-Tangshan. 
about 90 miles east and south¬ 
east of Peking. 

Foreign news a^emdes re¬ 
ported the death of at least 
rme Japanese technican and a 
French woman who had been 
visiting the region. 

The two big shocks hit the 
region over a 16-hour period, 
linked by a series of tremors 
amid torrential downpours. In 
Peking millions of Chinese 
built temporary street 
shelters of tents, tarpaulins, 
and plastic sheets. Some hud¬ 
dled under umbrellas, cooking 
at stoves built of brick* from 
coll apsed' bu i Id i ngs.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Commerce Secretary Elliott 
Richardson said Wednesday 
that another Arab oil embar¬ 
go, similar to Ihe one imposed 
in 1973, could force the United 
States into a "major military 
struggle." 

Richardson said another 
embargo would have such a 
devastating Impact on the na¬ 
tion in terms of jobs and eco¬ 
nomic growth that "pressure.* 
would mount for a prompt in¬ 
ternational ‘solution’." 

"Some, no doubt, would 
argue for abandonment of our 
traditional support for the 
slate of Israel. Others would 
demand forceful inten'ention 
against the Arabs," Richard¬ 
son said. 

"Either course of action 
could fundamentally de¬ 
stabilize the international bal¬ 
ance of power — and threaten 
ultimately to involve the Unit¬ 
ed Stales In a major military 
struggle." 

Speaking before the Inter¬ 
national 'THatform Afw>ciation, 
Richarrison said should an¬ 
other embargo he Imposed, 
"the results would be literally 
catastrophic.” 

"Even with a billion barrels 
In storage prior lo the embar¬ 
go, the economic <<)nsequence 
of a 50 per cent effective em¬ 
bargo would involve a gross 
national product loss of more 
than $50 billion in the first 
year and an assotriated loss 
of more than 1.3 million 
.jobs." Richardson said. 


"If storage were not ade¬ 
quately available and were 
depleted prior to the end of 
die embargo, the GNP los* 
would increase lo an annual 
rate of $170 billion «nd the 
associated loss of jobs would 
be about 4.8 million. 

"These are harsh numbers, 
hut the human reality which 
would underly them would, of 
course, be harsher still.”

Crew skips inquest 


VANCOUVER <UPI) — A 
Canadian coroner iharpiy 
rapped the crew of a U.S. r«^ 
inu yacht Wednesday for fail¬ 
ing to appear at an inquest 
into the death of their skip¬ 
per. who was swept overboard 
and drowned in raging seas 
during the annual Swiftsure 
yachting race. 

E\’en the victim'* wife — 
who wa.s among iix gurvlvoi’i 
failed to show up» 

"I am disappointed the 
American sailors 'did not 
deem it necessary to be here 
today.” said Supervising 
Coroner (lien McDonald. 

"If thw had occurred in 
U.S. waters, the United State* 
Coast Guard would have had 
a far m<M*e detailed account 
than I have. I can’t use a 
♦•oroner’s subpoena in the 
state of Washington.” 

The .six-man jury returned a 
verdict of accidental death on 
46-year-o!d Wilbur Proftit Wil¬ 
lard of Elma, Wash., and 
railed for a rapid improve¬ 
ment in weather reporting 
and air-sea reacue communi¬ 
cations by Canadian authori¬ 
ties. 

The coroner aald he had a 


”gut feeiir^” that Canadians 
were not "pulling ow weight” 
in race security. 

The accident occurred 
shortly after mklniii^it May 
30. when Willard was skipiper- 
ing the 30-foot sloop Native 
Dancer in the 136-miIe yacht 
race. His body waa found by 
fishermen more than three 
w-eeka later. 

Yachting sourcea said it 
was the first fatality in the 
40-year history of the race. 

Another crewman, John 
Tonan of Port Townsend, 
Wash., also was swept over¬ 
board but body-surfed ashore. 

Native Dancer — one of 327 
entries — lost its rudder and 
was driven on to a beach on 
the southwest comer of Van¬ 
couver Island, where the five 
remaining crew members — 
including WW^rds’ wife and 
another woman — acramibled 
to safety. 

The jury said the akx)p was 
under excessive sail and had 
tailed into dangerous shoals. 

Ian Sherwin, a member of 
the Royal Victoria Yacht Qub 
who interviewed the sur¬ 
vivors. said he believed Na¬ 
tive Dancer mistook a light¬ 


house fr>r a channel marker. 
He said crewman Gordon 
Aigner ^ Abeideen, Wash., 
told him he did not like the 
look of the sea or the v^’ay the 
sloop w‘as handling. 

‘‘^t you don’t argue with 
Wilbur Willard,” he quoted 
Aigner aa.saying,^

So many factors can be in¬ 
volved. You might be aur- 
prised how quickly a little 
mouth breathing can dry out 
the membranes. A deficiency 
of vitamins A, C and the B 
group can cause it. Or it ran 
be symptomatic of Sjogren's 



disease. With the latter there 
would be dry skin and an ab¬ 
sence of tears in addition to 
the dry mouth. 

.Some people have a dry 
mouth after removing den¬ 
tures for the night. There can 
be a lessening ctf salivation. 


Or there can be sensitivity" to 
the denture material or ce¬ 
ment. 

I've found a common cause 
to be a poorly ventilated bed¬ 
room. 

Without stretching a point 
too much you might even sus- 
I>ect emotions as a factor. 
This is somewhat related to 
the dry mouth associated with 
fright or tension. Some folks 
have a habit of lying in bed 
tensed up about the day’s (or 
the next day’s) events. 

AH of these possibilities are 
worth checking out. Often a 
<;ompletc physical will turn up 
symptoms as dry mouth, dry 
an unsuspected cause of such 
skin or any ailment of that 
kind.

BEERUT (tJPI) — An Arab 
mediator said Wednesday he 
had a pledge "in writing" 
from militant Christians In 
permit evacuation of 1,000 
womded from the besieged 
Palestinian camp of Tal Zaa- 
tar. 

In Damascus, progress also 
was reported toward recon- 
riling Syria and the Palestine 
Uberation Organization. 

But artillery and mortar 
fire continued without letup in 
Beirut’s shattered commer¬ 
cial distriot and eastern su- 
burtK. where at least 80 were 
killed and 130 wiounded in 24 
hours. 

I>ebanon's two major Chris¬ 
tian groups, who fought a gun 
duel Tuesday, amnunced they 
have formed a jodnt command 
to prevent fiurthw flf^ting. 

The anrwjncement followed 
clashes in the Christian '‘capi¬ 
tal" of Jounieh north of 
Beirut T>iesday between ttie 
Phalangist party and its 
smaller ultra-rightist ally, the 


National Liberal Party of In¬ 
terior Minister OsimiUe Cha- 
moun. 

Hassan Satory el-Kholy, the 
Arab League mediator in Le¬ 
banon. said Wednesday he 
was close to winning accep¬ 
tance from the diamotstists 
of the country’s 54th ceasefire 
in the 16-mon1h war. Kholy 
negotiated a truce last week¬ 
end but Chamoun's "tiger” 
militiamen shattered it within 
hours. 

In Cairo, a league spokes¬ 
man denied reports 
league peace-keeping tioops 
were killed last woeken<i 
when they tried to take 
positions along Beirut’s Mos- 
lem-Christian confrontation 
line.

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The Arab boycott 


I T IS NO SECRET tli^t the Arab nations are waginf 
an all-out scoootnic war against Israei in an at¬ 
tempt to topple the tiny state which has, for so long 
and so well, successfully defended Itself against the 
combined weight of their armed forces. 

What is not so well known, however, is that the 
Arab alliance is now indulging in every type of coer¬ 
cion possible — including threats of breaking trade 
agreements, threats of withholding or withdrawing 
investment money and hints that oil supplies might be 
cut off — to force the western democracies to embrace 
its economic boycott against Israel. 

The Arab economic boycott had its beginnings 
back in the days when Palestine was a British man¬ 
date. In an attempt to cripple the developing Jewish 
oonrununity Palestinian Arabs undertook to refuse to 
buy or deal with goods manufactured by Jews. 

After the State of Israel 'came into being, this 
primary boycott was extended to a secondary boycott 
ikhich attempted to pressure other countries either to 
refrain from dealing with Israel or to end certain 
reiationahlpa with Israel. 

In 1952 a long list of regulations requiring foreign 
firms to deal with Arab countries to stipulate that they 
srould not ixmtribute to the Israeli economy or its war 
potential led to the practice of a tertiary b^cott. This 
required foreign firms to declare that they would not 
purchase goods or materials from any supplier who 
had business relations with Israel. 

From this emerged the voluntary boycott observed 
by firms who, of their own volition, refused to deal 
with Israel for fear of antagonizing the Arab market. 

These are the elements which constitute the pre¬ 
sent state of the Arab.economic boycott. The primary 
boycott, of course, cannot be controlled by anyone 
other than the Arab states themselves, but tbs secon¬ 
dary, tertiary arid voluntary boycotts, which impinge 
upon the integrity and independence of the economy 
of any sovereign nation, can be prevented by govern¬ 
ment action. 


What has this to do with Canada? Plenty. The Arab 
economic boycott has been applied In Canada for 
years. The Arab bloc has blacklisted some 140 Cana¬ 
dian firms (for doing business srith Israel or with com¬ 
panies that may be dealing with Israel or being Jewish 
owned or even employing a Jew in a senior executive 
capacity) and are now threatening to extend the list 
even further. 

Because this kind of intimidation runs contrary to 
every principle we stand for as a sovereign nation, 
Canadians might well expect Ottawa's response to be 
as tough as its rejection of Washington's demand in the 
19008 that Canadian subsidiaries of American firms 
cease selling their products to Connmunist China. 

Not so, however. Although Prime Minister 
Trudeau stated In the House 14 months ago that the 
Arab boycott "is alien to everything the government 
stands for and indeed what. In general, Canadian 
ethics stand for,” nothing has been said or done since. 

True, Industry Minister Donald Jamieson made a 
passing reference to the matter in early spring this 
year to the effect that the cabinet would be discussing 
the issue within a fortnight. But nothing yet has come 
before the House in the way of legislation proscribing 
the boycott and other forms of economic discrimina¬ 
tion. 

Indeed, according to the Toronto Star, there are 
signs that fsdaral government agencies are,winking at 
the Arab boycott. "For instance, the Canadian govern¬ 
ment trade office in Beirut issues a glowing report on 
the prospects for trade with Iraq, along with informa¬ 
tion on the need for boycotting certificates. It is equal¬ 
ly disturbing to see (^nadiai^ banks free to issue let¬ 
ters of credit embracing the anti-Jewish boycott 
provisions.” 

Certainly the time has conie (or the Trudeau ad¬ 
ministration to demonstrate to Canadians and the rest 
of the world that it is ready to stand on the principles 
to which It pays such glib lip service.

or MUCH MORE than two weeks ago. we 
found reason to counsel the people of northern 
Vancouver Island never to despair about the comple¬ 
tion of the long-awaited highway from Kelsey Bay to 
Port McNeill — Just as we had counselled the North 
Island Oasette six years earlier. 

There was no money (or the road In this year's 
curtailed highway construction budget, we noted, and 
there was no prospect of the Socred government 
meeting the NDP's commitment to finish the road by 
1977.

The north kept pressing, energetically. Now 
Highways Minister Alex Fraser has announced, work 
will go ahead at once toward completion of the 
highway. 

Is the southern small ray of hope today a little 
larger? 


Siberia-Alaska history compiled 


An extensive cultural ex¬ 
change with Raaalan libraries, 
moseums and sciantlflc 
societies has jpven the Oregon 
' Historical Society a rare 
glimpse of the ohecure early 
years of Siberlas exploration 
and settlement around the rim 
of Alaska and tha Pacific 
Northwest. 

Now in its tenth year, the un¬ 
obtrusive private program also 
provides information to other 
museums and individuals, ac¬ 
cording to director Thomas 
Vaughan. 

The Library of Congress, The 
National Archives, the Univer¬ 
sity of Hawaii, the University 
of California, and Canadian 
historians, among others, have 
shown considerable Interest In 
the society's materials. 

★ ★ ★ 

The early history of Ruuian 
activity has been somewhat ob- 
sciae to U.S. historians in the 
past, although traces of Rus¬ 
sian Influence that began with 
the arrival of Siberian fur 
seekers early In the llth cen¬ 
tury still are found throughout 
Ala^ and as far south as Fort 
Ross. CaUfomla, north of San 
Francisco. 

Mr. Vaughan developed his 
long-lasting Interest in 
Alaska's Russian heritage 
while working uw surveyor in 
the Aleutian Islands. In 1967. 
the centennial of the purchaie 
of Alaska, ha and his wife 
began to search among Russian 
sources for new knowledge of 
that haty early period of 
Pacific history.

In the days following explora¬ 
tion of Siberia had to do with 
the Hiusian American Com¬ 
pany. chartered in 1799. which 
dominated the fur trade, play¬ 
ing a more important role than 
had been thought " 

Much of the material given to 
the society has been on 
microfilm, but books also have 
been a source of information. 
Among them is an 1874 "Report 
of KamchaUta by the Ruuian 
Geographical Society. There 
also is a three-volume 1803 
report en the Amur River 
Basin, disclosing a wealth of 
detail on everyday life in that 
Siberian region. 

Another three-volume book, 
"Asiatic Russia " published 
about 1890. is a history of the 
area's geography, people, and 
industry. A more recently 
published work (1961) on 
"Tribes of Siberia" is a photo 
album devoted to 17th-century 
tribal dress. 

When the Vaughans last 
visited Russia, in 1974. they 
were guesUi at the TSOth an¬ 
niversary celebration of the 
Geographical Society of the 
Academy of Sciences In 
Moscow, and at the Leningrad 
Conference on Russian Ex¬ 
ploration of the North Went 
American Continent.

Papers presented by Mr. 
Vaughan were read, in Rus¬ 
sian. by Mrs. Vaughan, who has 
learned the language and now 
is the project translator. 

The on-going exchange is ex¬ 
pected to provide historians 
with a considerable number of 
English translations of Ruuian 
works. The English translation 
of the first of a series of three 
early Russian books the society 
plans to publish already has ap 


at 


peared: "Exploration 
Kamchatka" 

Written in 1750 by 25-year-old 
Stepan P. Krasheninnikov, the 
book is an account of the 
author's six-year exploration of 
the region, from 1735 to 1741, 
under orders of Danish-horn 
Vitus Jonasson Bering, the 
moat noted of Ruuia's Pacific 
explorers. 

Mr. Bering in 1725 began the 
firat intensive exploration of 
Siberia under Ruuian auspices 
and in 1730 drew up the large- 
scale plan that resulted In the 
exploration of 1735 to 1741.

"Notes About America." 
first published in 1861. and the 
second book In the historical 
society's series, is Kyrill 
Khlebnikov's report to direc¬ 
tors of the Ruuian American 
Company on his 17 years as a 
colonial agent. 

The third volume will contain 
reports by Navy Captain Pavel 
Nikolaevich Golovin, made In 
1866 to the company, in 
"Survey of the Russian 
Coloniu in North America" 
One already realized result 
of the exchange was the exten¬ 
sive Russian participation in 
the 1974 International Captain 
Cook Exhibit, a bicentennial 
event of the Oregon Historical 
Society, which marked Cook's 
third voyage on which he dis¬ 
covered Hawaii. 

That voyage, made during 
the tirst years of the American 
Revolution, was Cook's only 
voyage into the North Pacific 
Seven nations participated In 
the society's exhibit, which 
was described by N. A 
Butinov. of the Leningrad 
Branch of the exhibiting 
Muklubo-Maklai Institute of 
Ethnography. Moscow, as "a 
splendid example of inter¬ 


national co-operation in the 
realm of leaming.” 

Historic Cook artifacts 
loaned by Russian institutions 
had never been teen outside 
Ruuia. They came from the 
Muklubo-Maklai Institute: The 
Presidium. Moscow; the 
Museum of Anthropology and 
Ethnography. Leningrad: and 
the Academy of Sciences, 
Moscow and Leningrad. 

Mr. Vaughan's book on Cap¬ 
tain Cook, written with 
Anthony Murray-Oliver. a 
renown^ New Zealand Cook 
scholar, was reviewed in Rus¬ 
sia as a mult of the exhibit, in 
such publications at the 
Sovetskaia Etnoggrafia of the 
Academy of Sciences.

Just because the Orion deal 
— biggest aircraft purchase in 
Cansdian history and biggest 
tingle Initial deal in Lockheed 
history — Is signed doesn't 
mean that the controversy sur¬ 
rounding It it dead It will rage 
on for decades — at least as 
long at the aircraft It In ser¬ 
vice. 

The belated "go " signal has 
come under attack for a 
variety of reasons. Most fun¬ 
damental of these It the ques¬ 
tion of role. Does It make sense 
to spend a billion dollars on 18 
aircraft to chase Russian sub¬ 
marines around the North 
Atlantic? 

Hie question defies a simple 
or categorical answer It really 
depends oh what kind of con¬ 
tribution we want to make to 
the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organisation INATOI and what 
is important to our allies and to 
us.

NATO, especially the U.S., 
Insists that U.S.S.R. ship and 
submarine movements in the 
North Atlantic be monitored 
That presents us with a two- 
edged Sword. We claim to own 
a big chunk of the briny deep so 
we have two choices: We can 
carry out the surveillance with 
our own ships, submarinss and 
airplanes or we can abdicate 
the responsibility to the 
Americans. Our collective 
defence and sovereignty roles 
become inextricably in¬ 
tertwined 

Another criticism of the 
Orion deal is the cost. A billion 
is a bundle for 18 airplanes — 
about twice the price tag of a 
lew years ago. But rampant in¬

flation has eroded defence 
purchasing power and the con¬ 
tinual postponement of essen¬ 
tial purchases has diminished 
the overall effectiveness of ths 
forces.

Goyer's nose was out of Joint 
because Richardson got ap¬ 
proval to establish a project 
management office he^ed by 
Brigadier General T. $. Allan. 
Goyer feared that this would 
give defence the key role in 
choice of airplane and he 
reacted with bitter hpetility 
when he suspected the group 
had put something over on him. 

Although there appears to be 
a detente between the two 
ministers — Goyer was seated 
next to Richardson in the Com¬ 


mons following Marchand's 
departure — the problem 
raised by this circus is fun¬ 
damental and should be at¬ 
tacked directly I.e. It no longer 
makes sense for the depart-, 
ment of supply to buy ships, 
tanks and planes for national 
defence. 

Like most obsolete practices, 
this one had a rationale 
decades ago. After the war. 
Canada decided to maintain the 
ability to produce a wide range 
of military equipment. A 
separate department was set 
up under C. D. Howe who 
rationed contracts in a manner 
designed to keep the skeleton 
industrial base alive.

sustaining a diverse defence In¬ 
dustry ended with the St 
Laurent era.

An uneasy feeling in Britain

Jimmy Carter's nomination, and his ob¬ 
viously very real chance of becoming presi¬ 
dent. have received what can perhaps most 
accurately be deecribad u a cool welcome In 
Britain. 

Scores of top British reporters were sent 
to New York to cover the Democratic conven¬ 
tion. The BBC alone had more than 50 
representatives there. But despite all their 
efforts and the considerable amount of space 
devoted to it, the convention attracted little 
interest among ordinary people in Britain. 
And Jimmy Carter remained largely an un¬ 
known quantity. 

Of course there were interviews with Mr. 
Carter, and profiles of Mr. Carter, and arti¬ 
cles about Mr Carter s family. Nothing 
clear-cut emerged, however. 

Even sophisticated people In Bntain. who 
take an interest in American affairs, think of 
him still as a revivalist peanut-farmer who 
sees flying saucers and has a big boyish grin. 
They realize that he is probably not like that 
at all. or at least that there must be a good 
deal more to him than that. 

But they are a little worried, not so much 
because they don't know more about him. but 
because they suspect that most people In 
America, even those who were at the conven¬ 
tion, don't know much more about him 
either. It disturbs them that such a shadowy 
figure, a man who has deliberately kept his 
real political opinions ambiguous, should 
have been so easily and naively nominated, 
dr W ★ 

He Is not, it's fair to say. a type of can¬ 
didate with much immediate appeal to the 
British or European mind. The idea of an 
anti-Washington, anti-government, anti¬ 
establishment candidate is comprehensible 
enough: but the thy home-town image hat no 
real equivalent in Britain, and. perhaps un¬ 
fortunately, simple rellgiout fervor tends to 
be suspect rather than attractive 

At the tamp time. Mr. Carter's lack of In¬ 
volvement in Watergate and in the allegedly 
embarrassing revelatfons about tbe CIA earn 


him far lest merit In European eyes than they 
apparently do In America. Watergate! seen 
from acrou the Atlantic, was not tremen¬ 
dously shocking: such political scandals are 
apt to be shrugged off in Europe at merely 
what one would expect. 

And the CIA revelations teemed shocking, 
not for their contents, but for the Irrespon¬ 
sibility of politicians and editors who were 
willing. Indeed eager, te expose the secrets of 
their country's principal intelligence service. 

Mr. Carter gets no particularly good 
marks, therefore, for allying himself, even by 
implication, to the liberal witch-hunt, and 
even fewer good marks for supporting the 
mean-minded unforgiving complaints about 
l,he pardon granted to Richard Nixon by 
President Ford 

★ ★ ★ 

Of much more direct interest to British 
commentators, however, is the fact that Jim¬ 
my Carter seems reasonably Internationalist 
— as distinct from isolationist — in outlook, 
and to feel well-disposed towards Britain. 

Simply being s Democrat is to his advan¬ 
tage. British reporting of American affairs 
has always had a heavy liberal bias. Indeed, 
this bias was so flagrant during the 
Goldwater campaign that even some of the 
reporters involved were ashamed 
afterwards: and it has never beat quite so 
bad since But British commentators are anx¬ 
ious. for example, to scoff at Ronald Reagan 
And the chief reporter of the London Times 
concluded flatly, after the New York conven¬ 
tion. that the Democrats deserve to win in 
November.” 

The city editor of the Sunday Telegraph, 
however, was alarmed because Jimmy 
Carter bad been quoted as saying that "pump¬ 
ing out more money to create jobs will not 
sp^ up inflation" Dangerous talk, certain¬ 
ly. What Britain and Europe and the world 
need, above all, from America and from 
America's president is an example of 
stability and common sense, of belief in sounq 
money und personal freedoiTi.

rr WAS THE LEGENDARY Gnintland Rice who first 
coined the phrase — "It matters not whether you win or lose, 
but how you played the game. " 

Ihere's a young San Diego policeman competing (or the 
U S. in the Olympics as a putter of the shot, who will 
probably never make it into Bartlett’s Familiar Quotations, 
but who, nevertheless, said it alongj the same lines as 
Urantland Rice. 

"At least In our country.” he said, "we are allowed to 
faU.” 

An obvious reference to the win-at-all-costs programm¬ 
ing in Russia. East Germany, Buigarla, etc. 

I RECALL a Canadian pro football coach saying. "Show 
me a good loser and I'll show you an Idiot." 

In other words, winning is the only tbing. The communist 
bloc has adopted this credo, and has made it a way of life for 
literally millions of young people. 

There is no point in knocking their approach, but coM- 
versely, there is also no point In advocating the same ap¬ 
proach in North America. Our systems are as different as 
Raquel Welch and Ruth Buzzi. The priorttiesare completely 
different and just as completely defined. And in our different 
ways, there is a joy in competing. The forced, nationalistic 
approach of the communist bloc is not, nor should It be, our 
approach. 

THEIR SYSTEM takes youngsters — starting at ages sti 
and seven — and regimenting them Into a degree of highly 
organized, state-sponsored athletics. The hours of training 
are long, the instruction skilled and demanding. 

Tbe proof of the program is etched on gold, silver and 
bronze medals. Their gymnasts are superb, their swinuners 
dolphin-like and seemingly indefatigable. Their 
weightlifters, strong, stoic and with technique second to 
none. 

They are now becoming proficient in such things as 
basketball, diving and in almost every track and field event. 
In short, the communist-bloc athletes are all-around 
athletes. Diversity, not specialization, is the goal. 

THIS REGIMENTED APPROACH pays dividends to the 
state in other ways, ways which are unquestionably more im¬ 
portant to the state than the Initial dividend of athletic 
medals. The dividend of discipline. Such cradle-to-grave 
programs rarely spawn activists bent on changing the 
system. 

And by starting them at such an early age. there can be 
no doubt tbe young people are just as happy In thar lot as our 
young people In theirs. It Is an accepted way of life and In 
many respects — loyalty, discipline, dedication — it Is 
superior to the North American way. 

Canada has been, if you take a medal count as tbe 
criteria, a disaster in these Montreal Games and the howls of 
disappointment, heard every four years, will reverberate 
across the land once again. 

BUT HAPPILY, we are still allowed to (ail. There Is no 
stigma of defeat to dog an athlete the rest of his or her days. 
We tried, we lost — but under out system, there is a thrill in 
the trying alone. Just getting there is an accomplishment and 
anytime we do win a silver or bronze, the lustre becomes 
even greater when related to the all-out programming in 
European countries. 

Their system could be implemented in Canada, but I 
hardly think Canadians would enjoy or approve of the 
regimentation that would be necessary. 

The cost factor would be a hurdle of Olympian propor¬ 
tions. We prefer to spend our money on bilingualism, 
military hardware, rampant welfarism and oft-times far¬ 
cical unemployment Insurance benefits. 

AND YES, WASTE IT on grandiose, showy, Olympic 
Games facilities instead of pouring it into utilitarian sport 
facilities for the benefit of all young people. 

There will be the usual demands from athletic organiza¬ 
tions for more and more training capital, but the government 
will turn them down with the same alacrity government has 
shown in the past. Our government will not try to emulate 
the program of a Bulgaria or of an East Germany. 

And certainly, private capital will not come to the rescue 
on anything more than a token scale. Which, you understand, 
is perfectly normal. 

WE ARE NOT. in short, going to change our system. The 
pursuit of athletic glory is not a high priority. But recogniz¬ 
ing this, we should also recognize that a Diane Jones, 
finishing sixth best in the world In the pentathlon, ac¬ 
complished much regardless of not having a medal to show 
for her efforts. 

Save your bleats about Canada's "poor" showing. There 
is only one way to change the won. loss picture and you. my 
friends, are not about to foot the bill to pay for that one way. 

No bleats from here. Rather, a well done to the Philip 
Delesalles. the Murray Keatings, the Phil Olsons, tbe Joyce 
Yakubowiches — the athletes who tried.

Aftewone year of chewing, 
Indonesia this month swal¬ 
lowed the fouiM»ntury-old Por¬ 
tuguese colony of East Timor. 

Indonesian president Suharto 
signed without fanfare tbe bill 
incorporating East ITmor as 
Indonesia’s 37tb province. 

In the Indonesian view the 
remnants of a leftist in¬ 
dependence movement still 
fighting in tbe rugged nooun- 
talns of the remote island have 
became a purely internal af¬ 
fair. 

East Timar erupted In civil 
war last August after Portugal 
had announced that as part of a 
world-wide pullout from

colonial holdings It would 
withdraw from tbe backwater 
colony situated between In¬ 
donesia and Australia. 

Within (our months the leftist 
Movement for an Independent 
Timor (FRETTUN) had vir¬ 
tually routed all tbe opposition 
and was moving tbe colony of 
850,000 people toward a un¬ 
ilateral declaration of in¬ 
dependence. 

When that declaration came 


in late November, Indonesia 
equipped and trained a pro- 
IndOnesian force from among 
the scores of thousands of 
refugees, who had (led across 
the border into tbe Indonesian 
half of Timor Island, and sent 
them back across the line. 

Indonesian regular troops in 
tbe guise of “volunteers" were 
injected by the thousands and 
together with tbe refugee army 
seized the tiny capital of Dili 
and swept through tbe island.

1 enjoy the summertime. It's 
a fun time, a time to relax, play 
with children and basically en¬ 
joy living. I am however, sad¬ 
dened and bewildered by'tbe 
number of children I have en¬ 
countered in the last few weeks 
who appear lonely, rebellious 
and generally unhappy with 
life, is it because they (eel left 
out or unwanted? On tbe other 
hand many hard-working 
mothers that I have spoken to 
appear utterly frustrated and 
worn out with tbe extra 
workload Imposed upon them 
by the holidays. Frankly I feel 
for them and I sympathize. 

Women have never had It so 
good. We have equal rights, we 
can vote, we have equal oppor¬ 
tunity to gain advanrad educa¬ 
tion. The drudgery of odious 
household tasks have disap¬ 
peared. we have super-deluxe 
equipment, even advanced 
chemical solutions which 
magically clean tbe dirtiest 
kitchen floors with minimum 
of effort ill fairy-like time. We 
are truly liberated. 

Unfortunately, for many 
women this appears to present 
a problem. Energetic women 
are returning to more challeng¬ 
ing fields of work, simply 
because they are bored. We 
live in a country which cries 
equality for all people. Young 
couples are dissatisfied and are 
constantly striving (or a higher 
standard of living. New lux¬ 
urious homes full of the latest 
styles of furniture and ap¬ 
pliances are constantly adver¬ 
tised on TV, news magazines 
and even by means of mailed 
catalogues. Guaranteed to 
provide easier living. We all 
know such advertising is a 
form of conditioning of the 
mind to promote sales, but it 
sure doesn't help. It breeds dis¬ 
contentment. 

Motherhood is in itself an ex- 
acting profession and 
regretably a profession that is 
sadly played down. Great 
emphasis is placed on women 
academically achieving. 
Citizen awards are presented 
to women who have excelled in 
teaching school, nursing, 
sports, etc. I've never actually 
read of a woman receiving 
recognition for having raised a 
family of normal children. Yet 
I myself feel that the hardest 
job 1 have ever undertaken Is 
motherhood, which is a 24-hour 
job. However, there are cases 
when unusual tragic family 
conditions force a woman to 
work outside tbe home. 

There is a biblical saying 
which goes, "What does it 
profit a man if in order to gam 
the world be loses his,soul.” 
This Is something to think 
about. From my own ex¬ 
perience I ask myself what do 
we as parents gain, if in order 
to have a higher standard of 
living we sacrifice the well¬ 
being and mental happiness of 
our children? Really I have 
serious doubts as to how far we 
actually have progressed.

Transport Minister Jack 
Davis, you and this govern¬ 
ment certainly do have the 
ability to leave me absolutely 
incen^! Your letter in The 
Daily Colonist. Saturday, July 
24. is utter garbage. 

Fact one; “It costs $15 to 
transport a car, by lerry ... 
The B.C. taxpayer picks up 
part of a tab for every 
automobile. . . That tab is IS a 
car”. Mr. Davis, just bow, 
pray tell, do these vehicles 
manage to get themselves on 
the ferry? They have to be 
driven, ^ch driver pays $4 for 
the privilege of accompanying 
his automibile onto the ferry. 
That, as I see it. leaves a $1 
deficit. Now. I am sure from 
what 1 have seen from my 
many trips on the B.C, ferries 
that at least 50 per cent of 
those automobiles have one oT 
more passengers at $4 per 
adult and $2 per child. I haven't 
the official facts and figures 
but that should surely make the 
deficit less than $1 per car, if 
not actually giving us a profit. 
Quite frankly Mr. Davis, I am 
very glad you are not my 
children's mathematics 
teacher! 

Fact Two: “The B.C. tax¬ 
payer picks up part of a tab for 
every automobile .. . about 20 
cents a mile.” Please be ad¬ 


vised that we who live on the 
Island are also taxpayers in 
this province and, in my view, 
that puts us in the position of 
being given tbe gears twice, l.e. 
first because we have to rely on 
the ferry system (or our ex¬ 
istence we take the brunt of 
these high ferry fares reflected 
in the price of all goods we 
purchase over here as well as 
our own costs of travel and, se¬ 
cond we help to subsidize the 
ferries as well by payment of 
taxes. 

Fact three: If the subsidy of 
$25 million would indeed be 
“enough to pay all tbe Interest 
and u^eep charges necessary 
to build and maintain a two- 
lane Trans-Canada standard 
highway from Kamloops to 
Vancouver", then perhaps 
(heaven forbid!) we should 
look to some way of bridging 
that terrible gap between our 
fair Island and tbe Mainland 
with that subsidy rather than 
throwing all that money down 
the drain on such a losing 
proposition as the ferry 
system. If tbe Americans can 
build that Oakland-Bay bridge, 
surely we can do as well up 
here. After all, these ferries 
have gone from a first class 
system with excellent meals 
and excellent, courteous ser¬ 
vice that we were once proud 
to recommend to our visitors, 
to an outrageously expensive 
mode of travel with very ex¬ 
pensive but third-rate meals 
that we now find ourselves 
apologizing for. 

From my own pe'rsonal 
standpoint, I raise purebred 
Arabian horses (a business that 
I manage to keep solvent by 
working full-time in Victoria). 
In order to keep my name 
before the public and keep a 
market for my foals, I shtnild 
be showing my horses every 
weekend at Arabian breed 
shows on the Mainland and in 
the United States. I have had to 
stop showing entirely this year 
as I can no longer afford it. It 


costs me $M in ferry (ares 
alone every time 1 leave the 
Island and return with my 
horses! My feed dealer in Vic¬ 
toria estimates that my alfalfa 
will cost $7 more per ton this 
year in order to cover his in¬ 
creased costs on the ferries. I 
can’t increase the cost of my 
foals as I have to stay com¬ 
petitive with the Mainland and 
tbe United States. Thus 1 am 
forced to reduce the size of my 
herd. You see, Mr. Davis, we 
are forced to live within tbe IOC 
federal guidelines insofar as 
wages are concerned, while tbe 
government keeps shafting us 
with 200% Increases. 

I can see British Columbia 
becoming a province of 
wealthy Bennett bureaucrats 
with no lower or middle In¬ 
come class left to keep the 
money rolling in for those 
wealthy enough to continue liv¬ 
ing here as we are going to 
have to move elsewhere m 
order to make ends meet.

Today a well-armed band of 
FRETILIN guerrillaa, various¬ 
ly estimated at between IKW 
and 1,000 strong, is still holding 
out in the mountains of East 
Timor. 

An Indonesian force es¬ 
timated to number as high as 
30.000 regulars has tightened 
the noose around tbe guerrillas 
at a cost of hundreds of 
casualties from hit-and-run 
raids. 

Some sources report the lef¬ 
tist guerrillas have developed a 
highly mobile force through 
use of units mounted on the 
small ponies native to tbe 
mountains of Timor. 

"The Indonesians have done 
their best to persuade as many 
FRETTUN people as possible 
to surrender." one dl;riomatie 
source said. “But there Is some 
thought that FRETILIN has 
now been reduced to an ab¬ 
solute hard core that can’t give 
up because they would be killed 
anyway (or participation In 
some of the retreat mas¬ 
sacres." 

Facing criticism from the 
United Nations and from 
neighboring Australia, In¬ 
donesia carried out a minimal 
gesture toward ascertaining 
the wishes of the East 
Timorese, came up with a un¬ 
animous vote in favor of union 
with Indonesia, and acted 
swiftly on that vote this month 
"Hiere is no question of tbe 
guerrillas being strong enough 
to win any kind of military vic¬ 
tory, but they have the 
capability of being a con¬ 
siderable nuisance with hit- 
and-run raids for a long time to 
come,” one diplomat said. 

The war in East Timor has 
been an unpopular one (or In¬ 
donesian troops who had to 
fight it as "volunteers” without 
recognition or acclaim. 

. And it has posed problems 
for those concerned with In¬ 
donesia's image in the United 
Nations and various Third 
World groups. ^ 

But in a world where new 
crises regularly shove old ones 
out of sight and out of mind. In¬ 
donesia clearly hopes its em¬ 
barrassing meal will soon be 
forgotten and the process of 
digestion can proceed quietly.

The utility had a 
second quarter profit of $939.6 
million. 

Oirysler reported a $155.‘k 
million profit Monday, own- 
pared to its $58 millUxi lot* a 
year earlier during the in¬ 
dustry's worst recession since 
the Second World War. Ford 
will announce its earnings 
today. 

General Motors, although 
falling short of projections by 
some analysts, still almost tri¬ 
pled its three-month profit of 
SS.'Ul million a year ago.

Estes conceded they were 
worried about the impact of 
the profits on contract talks.

(eared ”champagnizaUon” - 
coffee so expensive on the 
American and European mar¬ 
kets people might as well 
drink champagne instead. 

Industry e.xperts also 
watched with growing con¬ 
cern marketing studies show¬ 
ing many young adults now 
prefer to drink cola or other 
ifoCt drinks instead of coffee. 
They feared «^ee might be¬ 
come an old people's drink 
with a shrinking I'onsumer 
public. 

The coffee bonanza also 
brought a series of interna! 
problems. Fearful Columbia's 
growers, with their windfall 


income, might stan buying ev¬ 
erything in sight and drive 
inflation sky-high, the govern¬ 
ment set artificlaliy low 
domestic coffee prices. 

The Cblombion grower, the 
tj-pical Juan Valdes of televi¬ 
sion and movie commercial 
fame, receives only about 60 
cents a pound for his coffee. 
Tlie rest of the foreign Income 
is kept outside the country 
and has pushed Cdombia's 
gold reserves to all-time 
highs. 

But the growers were reluc¬ 
tant to offer their beans at the 
artificially low export prices 
and either held them back 
w'aiting for a more favorable 
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price or sold to smugglers 
who tried with increasing suc¬ 
cess to get coffee out of the 
country outside the ottlctal ex¬ 
port quotas. 

Hijackings of big trucks 
loaded with coffee became a 
common occurence and coffee 
smuggling became an occupa¬ 
tion almost as lucrative aa 
cocaine trafficking. 

To induce Juan Valdes and 
his mates to sell their coffee 
at (fficial e?qxirt prices, the 
government estabUiffed a 
Hpecial coffee savings bond 
worth about $30. and offered 
one f<M‘ each 2T3-pound, tw*o> 
sack "load.” The bonds net 18 
per cent interest every dx 
months, but despite a nation¬ 
wide publh- relations cam¬ 
paign on radio to sell farmers 
on the idea, initial interest 
has been lukewarm. 

The wide gap between the 
windfall coffee earnings and 
foreign markets and ^ low 
domestic prices caused poUti- 
oal problems for the Lopez 
government when leftist pea¬ 
sant organizadons grumbled 
about the workingman not 


reaping the full benetlta of the 
coffee boom. 

Big growers grumbled that 
pickers had heard of the (na- 
taitic coffee prices abtoad 
and demanded more wages 
which could drive them out of 
business if the market sud¬ 
denly dropped again. 

“The whole so-called oeffee 
bonanza Is nothing but a great 
big disaster,” commented the 
owner of a radio chain with 
rural contacts. “People don't 
realize tbe hidden dangers.”

stands^ a judge read the 
autopsy report and allow the 
attorney general to see only 
those portions relevant to 
Hill’s needs. 

Meanwhile, Harris County 
Medical £bcaminer Dr. Joseph 
Jachimcaodc said Methodist 
Hospital c^iciaJs are going 
against established practice 
in refusing to glve'him a cc^ 
of the report. 

‘T’ve been informed iioUlely 
but firmly that the polteies of 


the last 19 yecuv won’t be fol¬ 
lowed in this case," Jachlmo 
zyk said Monday. "It (rou¬ 
tinely turning over such re¬ 
ports) has just been a custom 
that makes my wortc easier." 

Larry Mathis, vice- 
president of Methodist Hospu- 
tal, said: "We’ll supfdy the 
ref^ when it’s properly sub- 
Ijoenaed, but we’re not going 
to say anything at ah on the 
subject." He refused to elabo¬ 
rate.

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Body scanner 
a delight 
for doctors 


TORONTO (CP) — Doctor* 
At th« Toronto Hoipit*! for 
Sick Children. u*inc a newly 
acquired body-scanner ma¬ 
chine. say they have been 
. able to diagnose a heart 
tumor In a small child and 
have successfully removed 
the tumor by surgery. 

"I hate to get ecstatic but 
this machine la unbelievable,'* 
Dr. Derek Harwood-Nash, se¬ 
nior staff radiologist at the 
hospital, said about the scan¬ 
ner. called an Ohio-Nuclear 
Delta scan. v 

"My wife la suing the com¬ 
pany for alienation erf affec¬ 
tion." 

The child, a boy nearly 
three yeara old, waa one of 
the first patients to be inves¬ 
tigated by the So(X),000 scan¬ 
ner, acquired by the hospital 
about six weeks ago through a 
grant from the Hospital for 
Sick Children Foundation. 

The scanner, believed to be 
the first acquired in Canada 
and the first for any pediatric 
hoapitkl in the world, is able 
to take x-ray pictures of any 
part of the body and show soft 
tissues such as kidneys or 
brains as well as bonea. with¬ 


out having to Inject air or dye 
into the patient to act as con¬ 
trast material. 

Hanvnod-Nash said use of 
the machine enabled doctors 
to conduct Internal investiga¬ 
tions with a minimum of dis- 
cjynfori fftr the patient and in 
a fraction of the time re¬ 
quired in other methods.

Kissinger called into TV talks 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Nineteen senators have asked 
State Secretary Henry Kis¬ 
singer to enter negotiations 
with Canada to resolve prob¬ 


lems affecting U.S. television 
stations. 

Senator Warren 'Mi^uson 
(t>em. Wash.), chairman of 
the Senate commerce com¬ 


mittee and one of the 19, said 
Wednesday that Canadian po- 
llcies discriminated against 
U.S. broadcasters located 
near the U.S.-Canada bmder. 


Sunday drinking for Scots 


LONDON (UPI) — After a 
lengthy debate on alct^lism 
and public drunkenness, the 
British parliament voted 
Wednesday to give Scotland 
the right to drink in bars on 
Sundays. 

Prior to the decision, public 
drinking on Sundays in Scot¬ 
land was limited to travellers 
in hotels. 

To skirt the ban. large 
numbers (rf Scots would 
charter buses to take them 
the statutory 10 miles from 
home 80 they could qualify hx* 
a drink. 

Arguing against lifting tiie 
ban. Scottish secretary Bruce 
Millan said: "The total cost to 
Scotland of alcoholism itf 
reckoned to be about 35 mil-' 
lion pounds ($63 million) a 
year through ebs^teeism. 
loss of training, accidents and 


reduced output, quite apart 
from the tremeniious social 
cost." 

Scottish health authorities 
reported there were 
ti<mately four times as many 
alcc^lics in Scotland as in 
England, where bars are open 
on Sunday although only for 
five hours. 

The health experts said pub¬ 


lic dnH^enness was a com¬ 
mon sight in Scotland, but 
recommended relaxing the 
law so Scots won’t feel they 
have to drink too hard and too 
fast. 


Magnuson said a recently 
enacted Canadian law de¬ 
prives Canadian advertisers 
of their business expense tax 
deduetkm (or advertising pur¬ 
chased on U.S. statiorv. 

He ailso referred to a Cana¬ 
dian praetice oi deleting ad¬ 
vertising from programs from 
U.S. stations that are broad¬ 
cast on Canaclian cable TV 
systems. 

"We continue to believe that 
both the United States and 
Canada should make good 
faith ettorts to accommodate 
adequately the legitimate 
broadcasting interests of both 
nations."

OjOSTER. N.J. (UPI) — 
Major John Andre, hanged for 
treason during the U.S. revo¬ 
lutionary war. is burled In 
Westminster Abbey, but his 
big toe knuckle is on display 
for the bicentennial. 

The object is owned by 
Ethel Gove. 74, of Northvale. 
whose family has had what 
she calls the •‘weird” relic of 
the revolutinary war In Its 
possession for more than 155 
years. 




Tourists 
keep pot 
boiling 

LONDON (UPI) — BrlUin’s 
great institution, afternoon 
tea, haa gone off the boU. 

Pot years the traditional 
mid-aftemooD meal has been 
decliniTM? and now many 
hotels and restaurants are re¬ 
luctant to sertfe it. 

But the tea businesc is 
booming among tourists In ex¬ 
clusive lAondon hotels ■— e%'en 
when cucumber sandwiches 
cost $1.80 each. 

David Billeter, who has sur¬ 
veyed hotels throughout Bri¬ 
tain for the caterer and 1^ 
telkeeper magaadne, said, 
••most British 

interested. It 1* the overseas 
visitors who are keeping the 
meal alive." 

Despite the decline of the 
afternoon tea. Britons still 
enjoy their daily cup — more 
than IDO billion cups of tea 
are drunk in the country 
every year. 

•The 5ad truth is that af¬ 
ternoon tea. possibly the lost 
remaining British culinary ex¬ 
perience. simply Is not a good 
enough profitmaker to justify 
its perpetuation,” Billeter 
said. 

J. Lyons, whose chain of 
comer houses made afternoon 
tea famous, agrees it Is a 
dying meal. The firm started 
phasing out scores of Its tea 
shops in 1950. and does not 
regret it. 

•'Most people are just too 
busy rushing around these 
ria>-s to sit down fhr a fuU 
tea,” an official said. 

Except, that is. for the 
clienis of the RJtz and Ita 
counterparts. 

The hortel's worid famous 
tea room, the Palm Court, is 
booked full dally for the $3.25 
— a .selection of Anger 
sandwiches, pastries and pots I 
(V tea. 

‘There has certainly been 
no fall off.” a spokesman for 
the Rit7 said. The Dorchester 
txitel. recently taken over by 
an Arab con-sortiium, also la 
doing good business. 

“It remains one of our busi¬ 
est meals. People come here 
specially for our tea.” said 
FoTinum afxl Mason. 

Another lop hotel, the Port- 
man. started afternoon teas 
as an experiment two years 
ago, and at $2.45. it has 
pmved ptTixUar. 

But some hotels use tea¬ 
bags, which according to ex¬ 
perts. is really the end. 


“It’s a small, dried up thing 
vtiiich I keep in a small coffin¬ 
like box,” said Miss Gove. ”I 
never touch it because I'm 
afraid It will crumble in my 
hands,” 

Miss Gove ^he 

knuckle in a bank vault and 
for the first time has lent it 
for display at the Cioster pub- 
Hc. Itbrray in honor of the hi- f 
centennial. * 

Miss Gove said that she ' 
finds dust from the bone in I 
the comers of the box if she 
doesn't inspect It frequently. 

•‘When I was young I didn’t 
like looking at it because it 
was so creepy,” said Miss 
Gove. “But lUAv I titink of the 
knuckle as an interesting “W 
torical item. ^ 

The exhibit is the centre of 
attention at the library where 
the knuckle is being dispiayed 
(or the month of July. 

David Doremus. Mlis 
Gove's great-great grandfa¬ 
ther. found the toe knuckle in 
1820 after he was given the 
job of buikting a coffin for 
Andre’s body. 


Andre, the British spy who 
schemed ^Uth Benedict Ar¬ 
nold to surrender West Point 
during the revolutionary war, 
was hanged in 1780 and hur¬ 
ried in Tappan, N.Y. His body 
was exhumed in 1820 anl re¬ 
turned to his native Britain. 

Doremus. a carpenter's ap¬ 


prentice, put the body in a 
coffin and then found ttia odd¬ 
shaped object lying on the 
bottom of the box, according 
to Miss Gove. 

’‘I’m told he showed it 
around to people for years 
and even built a miniature 
coffin to place it in,” Miss 
Gove said.

TtTere wilt be no more 
romping on beaches, no more 
digging in the neighbors’ flow¬ 
er beds, no moi'e howling 
around after that bitch down 
the street, 

Frwn here on. barring a 
conditions of complete subser¬ 
vience to human beings and 
after a good deal <rf toilet 
training. 

Oak Bay’s streets and traf¬ 
fic committee dc<ided 
Wednesday to recommend 
bylaw regulations to council 
to restrict the activities of 
dogs in the municipality. 

The “dog dung" bylaw to be 
considered by council 5ay.s: 
"No owner shall allow or suf¬ 
fer his dog to leave or deposit 
manure or dung on any public 
place or private property 
otiier than the property the 
owner shall immediately take 
steps to remove such manure 
or dung and to dispose of the 
same in a sanitary manner.” 

Meanwhile proposed 


changes to the dog adminis¬ 
tration bylaw will ban dogs 
from all Oak Ray beaches be¬ 
tween .lune 1 and Aug. 31. and 
al other times of the year 
allow on the .• beaches only 
d«)g.s controlled by a compe¬ 
tent fierson. 

At that it's not as bad as it 
might have been. 

Police Chief John Green 
had been m'ommending that 
■‘dogs should he confined to 
their owners’ prr^rties. 

Municipal administrator W’. 
S. Fleming, who worded the 
proiwsed bylaw at iouncil's 
instruction, said other munici¬ 
palities he had checked were 
of the opinion that the "dog 
dung” bylaw was unenfoi’ce- 
aMe. 

"Enforcement will only 
come when someone is ag¬ 
grieved on [iri^ate prrjperty 
and is prepared to lay 
charges themselves.” he said. 

Aid. Douglas McLelland, 
who has led the move for the 
controlling bylaws, said he 
doe* not expect perfection. 

However, he would look for 
Improvement if the bylaw u 


passed, and he said he was 
sure Oak Bay residents re¬ 
spected the law and would 
abide by it. 

Green said it would be easi¬ 
er to enforce a bylaw to keep 
Hogs off the streets al¬ 
together. 

"Dogs unnating do more 
a<-tual damage to flowers and 
shrubs than manure itself.” 
Green said. "But we are tiy- 
ing to control one aspect and 
allow the other aspect to con¬ 
tinue," 

Oak Bay crows, however, 
fared better than dogs at the 
hands of the coniniittee. 

Kathryn Botling, 630 New- 
IKirt. had asked council to 
<*ontrol Oak Bay crows which 
she said w/ere noisy and 
preyed on songbirds. She had 
a 59-name |>etition to support 
her viewpoint. 

McLelland. however, said 
little could he done. 

Oowa nest on Indian re¬ 
serve island* where council 
has no jurisdiction, and the 
municipaLlity would be unable 
to organize any kind of crow 
ihoot. 


Pe<»ple are not allowed to 
discharge firearms in the mu- 
nicipality so there could be no 
private contml, and past poli¬ 
cy of arming policemen to 
shoot crow** had proved inef¬ 
fective.

A petition protesting food 
quality at Wilkinson Road jail 
in Saanich and an affidavit 
protestkig against solitary 
cenfinem^t for two men and 
lack of medical attention for 
one of them were given to the 
.judge, pnweeutor and press 
Wednesday in Victoria provin¬ 
cial court. 

The petiticm. signed by .38 
inmates, all believed to be in 
the jail’s awalting-trial wing, 
asked the B.C. health depart¬ 
ment to check kitchen facili¬ 
ties for hygiene and food for 
quality, nuMtional value and 
preparation. It said Inmates 
had "boycotted some meals " 

The affidavit, sworn by one 
of the 38. protested recent sol¬ 
itary confinement tor iranates 
Dennis Matthew Wilson and 
Henry Whonnock, as well as 
lack of medical attention for 
Wilson, and said solitary was 
cTHitrary to a Supreme C3ourt 
of Canada ruling. 

Judge F. S. Green did not 
hear the two papers, since 
their presenters were in court 
on other matters. He passed 
them on to the press via pros¬ 
ecutor Armand Petronio. 

In a later interview, jail 
authorities said some of the 
[xiints in the two papers were 
in error and provided answ*ers 
to all the others. 

George Qtampagne. who 
appeared for the signing of a 
warrant suspending his 
parole, presented the health 
petition on behalf of the 37 
other signers and himself. 

It said the 38 inmates of 
Wilkinson Road jail, which 
had a population of about 65 
this week, "respectfully re¬ 
quest a foods and health in¬ 
spector to check on a periodic 
basic, as It is in all public 
places, the kitchen facilities 
tor hygiene and the food qual¬ 
ity for nutritional value and 
proparation in this institution. 

"It has been noted that there 
(are) no culinary inspections 
and that the food preparation 
is done in advance, some¬ 
times as much as three days, 
and the bacteria count is un¬ 
doubtedly hl}^. 

"This we have noticed Ijc- 
cause a number of inmati;^ 
continually vomit after a 
meal, especially lunches and 
dinners. We have boycotted 
meals and expect some 
changes but proper super¬ 
vision can only come from 
your (health) crffice." 

Jail authorities said stew 
was served for supper Mon¬ 
day and meat pie Tuesday. 
Gnly about a dozen ate the 
meat pie among the inmates 
and none complained. .Staff 
members also had meat pie 
Tuesday. 

One official said kitchen fa¬ 
cilities in the fi3-year-old 
building were sub-par, with no 
major changes except equip¬ 
ment since it became a jail in 
1964. But the staff included 
two qualified food service of¬ 
ficers and a third was joining 
shortly. 

He said a health depart¬ 
ment official thecked the 
kitchen In June and new cut¬ 
ting boards followed. The jail 
has been trying for some time 
to improve kitchen facilities 
and a B.C. public works 
employee was there recently. 
A trailer-kitchen should follow 
later this year. 

The official said he would 
"stand by" the quality and 
nutriti<xial value of the menu. 
The only time food might be 
prepared throe days in ad¬ 
vance was when meat was 
thawed. 

"UsuajiJy when a meal Is 
served, there are seconds." 


he said. "How do they know 
the bacteria] count? And if 
they vomit, I’ve never had a 
report." 

The affidavit was signed 
and presented by Brian Ke- 
liher, one of the 38. also ap¬ 
pearing before Green on a 
parole matter. 

He said Wilson and Wbon- 
nock were placed Monday in 
solitary confinement ' 'con¬ 
trary to the nding of the Su¬ 
preme Cburt of (Canada (in a 
B.C. Penitentiary case) which 
declared the practice cruel 
and unusual prmishment.” 

Keliher said Wilson "was 
repeatedly denied medical at¬ 
tention for a staph infection, 
which subsequently gave way 
to inflammation and blood 
poisoning, and then, after he 
slashed his wrists to bring at¬ 
tention to his medical needs, 
he was placed in solitary con¬ 
finement." 

'The affidavit said When- 
nock was denied meals fm* at 
least 24 hours while in soli¬ 
tary. It said that "these i»*ar- 
tices of denial of medical at¬ 
tention and placement in soli¬ 
tary confmement have been 
itystematically used by the of¬ 
ficials of (the jail) on an on¬ 
going basis.” 

The jail authorities’ i*es- 
ponse to the affidavit, which 
was addressed simply to the 
province of B.C, led "with a 
fiat denial that medical atten¬ 
tion was refused or that soli¬ 
tary confinement was used on 
a regulai* basts. 

One spokesman said the jail 
had received no instructiora 
from the B.C. corrections 
branch to change solitary-con¬ 


finement policy. He said the 
policy was put into effect 
about three or four times a ^ 
month for one or two days ~ 
each time. 

"It's one of the areas which 
we use as littje as fxissible.” 
he said. 'Tm not saying it’s 
the best place in the world, 
but there has got to be segre¬ 
gation when they’re filthy- 
mouthed. tor example. Other¬ 
wise. they can create all sorts 
of problems. 

“We have to have discipline. 
Without it, we've got noth¬ 
ing.” 

The official said there had 
been cases of five days in soli¬ 
tary confinement where the 
inmate was released after two 
or three days "if It seemed to 
be cleared up . . . and he had 
to go back." 

He said Wilson w-as not 
placed in solitary confinement 
after his infection but was 
placed "under observation in 
the hospital area" tor one or 
two days. Wilson was alone 
there, and the official be¬ 
lieved the wrist-slashing oc¬ 
curred after his arrival. 

The spokesman said Whon- 
nnek was fed while in solitary 
and was Ywt there for about a 
day because of "his behavitn- 
pattern.” 

He said the jail Included a 
medical officei* ^vho w*as not a 
medical doctor and acted as a 
clearing house. referring 
rases to a visiting doctor or to 
hospital. 

"If the doctor had to see 
them all. he’d have no time to 
see all the needy cases.” the 
official said. "We don’t view 
this responsibility lightly.” 


Ex-Mountie hired 
next day by ICBC 


Former RCTMP Staff Sgt. 
Fred Bodnaruk was hired as 
a fraud investigator for the 
Insurance Coip- B.C. the 
day after he quit the federal 
jmlice force in protest against 
the abolition of capital punish¬ 
ment. an ICBC spokesman 
said Wednesday. 

The spokesman said Bod¬ 
naruk was hired as an officer 
with the eight-man ICBC unit 
that Investigates insurance 
frauds. 

He refused to divulge Bod- 
naruk’a salary, but the former 
RCMP officer said he was 
being paid less by IC!BC than 
he received frean the RiC!MP. 
although he wouldn’t say how 
much. 

Bodnaruk said he had 


known about the ICBC oppor¬ 
tunity before he announced 
his resignation, but was not 
certain he would get the .iob 
until after he left the RCTMP. 

In a strong attack against

eral justice department. Bod¬ 
naruk. 45, announced July 29 
he was quitting the RCTMP 10 
years before normal retir¬ 
ement because leniency in the 
Justice system was making 
his job futile and the protec¬ 
tion of the public impossible.

Bodnaruk predicted that the 
abolition of the capital punish¬ 
ment would increase murders 
and prompt the formation of 
citizen vigilante groups to 
commit revenge murders.

In an era when Olympic 
medals are linked to social 
systems and athletes who win 
them are produced on con¬ 
veyor belts, the men and 


women who once trained after 
wtirk and at the weekend can 
no ledger expect to make the 
Olympic elite. 

"Sport has become a full¬ 
time job, a vocation and those 
wtx) praotice it are treated, 
fed and nursed like deraUgods 
in the big sporting nations." a 
Central American team man¬ 
ager says. 

When Cuba's new Olympic 
gno metres champion Alberto 
Juantorena proudly boasts 


that on his island "all 
comrades have a chance to 
become sport superstars if 
they have the talent because 
the state will see to them." he 
is absolutely right. 

The state-provided funds.^ 
schools and facilities in the 
East European countries have 
long provided crack perform¬ 
ers and several other nations 
are copying the idea. 

The East Germans, astute 
students of the Russians, have 


done as weU as the Soviet 
Union, and the Cubans, who 
imported the best coachee 
from Eastern Europe, are 
last catching up. 

Even countries such as 
Mexico, which had little Im¬ 
pact on the international 
sporting scene a few years 
ago, has created a state-paid 
Olympic centre for athletic 
talents.

In the last 
minute Rlnke fired two quick 
combinations to the head to 
force Bachfeld to give ground. 

Rlnke lost a 4-1 points deci¬ 
sion. A Perurian official saw 
the fight even but gave It to 
Rlnke for cleaner punching.

—^ he knocked down Ruokola 
xvith the first right hand he 
threw, dazed him with the 
second and floored him again 
with the third — was matched 
only by the power of his team¬ 
mate. Sixto Soria. 

Soria, who won a third- 
round knockout in his only 
previous fight, threw a series 
of vicious rights to the head of 
Wolfgang Gruber of IVest Ger¬ 
many. who took a standing 
count before he was knocked 
cold at 1:98 of the first round.

A secrmd firm, Western 
Grocers Limited of Winnipeg, 
was told to pay $7,500 and to 
withhold another $7,500 from 
future wages for payment to 
the government. 

Donald Tansley. the anti- 
inflation administrator, said 
in an Interview he wan trying 
to set out a principle that 
companies should only pay 
out wage Increases within the 
guides. They should wait for 
raises above the controls to 
he conftnned by federal anti- 
inflation autboritiea before 
paying them.

Starved-tumor cancer cure? 


I WASHINGTON (VPI) —

Dog’s implant holds 
hope for diabetics 


IfOS ANGEIiES — For the 
fiivt time, an artificial pancre¬ 
as has been implanted in an 
experimental animal, paving 
the way for the day when dia¬ 
betes can be controlled by Im¬ 
plantable artrficia] means. 

A team of University of 
Southern C^alifomla School of 
Medicine researchers headed 
by Dr. Samud Bessman Im¬ 
planted the arttflcial device in 
a dog earlier this month. 

The dog is a seven-yearold 
mongrel (who appears to be 
mostly boxer) named Mambo 
because he wags his tall ra¬ 
kishly. 

“We showed It Is feasible to 
take a machine the si/e of two 
packs of cigarettes and con¬ 
trol the blood sugar level or 
ameliorate the diabetic 
state,” Bessman said in sn in¬ 
terview Wednesday.

Bessman. no one else has a 
unit small enough to be im¬ 
plantable. 

Several years ago Bessman 
and two of his rolleaguec. Dr. 
Ennis C. lAyrte and Dr. Lyle 
Thomas, developed a minia¬ 
ture pump which is a key ele¬ 
ment in the artificial organ. 
They also have developed an 
electronic sensor which mea¬ 
sures the amount of sugar in 
the blood at any given mo¬ 
ment. 

'The device implanted In 
Mambo consists of the sensor, 
the pump, a battery power 
source, a reservior of insulin 
and a tiny computer that ana¬ 
lyzes the signal from the sen¬ 
sor and tells the pvnnp to re¬ 
lease an amount of insulin 
considered to he sufficient to 
counteract the blond sugar 
level. 


The researchers piinted out 
several reasons why the de¬ 
vice is not yet clinically use¬ 
ful in humans. 

One of the biggest obsta¬ 
cles. they said, is that very 
little is known about what the 
normal sugar levels are tn tis¬ 
sues. Much more is known 
about normal sugar levels in 
blood, but, unfortuanately, It 
is not (KjHsible to place the 
senitor in the bloodstreasn be¬ 
cause this would induce the 
formation of dangerous blood 
clots. 

Ocmsequently, the senor 
must be placed in solid tiuue. 
Bet'suse practically nothing is ■ 
known about tissue sugar 
levels It Is iK>t possible to pro¬ 
gram the liny computer to re¬ 
lease the proper amount of 
insulin. 


and prevention, said R major 
goal of research is to deter¬ 
mine the role of mitrltion in 
the cause and prevention of 
vancer and disea.se in general. 

Exi)ert witnesses at the 
hearing generally agreed nu¬ 
tritional deficiencies ruA 
excesses — and specifically a 
high fat diet — ap(>ear to play 
a key role in cancer of the 
colon, stomach and brea.st. 

Dr. Ernst L. Wynder of the 
American Health Foundation 
said colon cancer uas rela¬ 
tively rare in Japan until the 
Japanese iiegan consuming 
niOTe fat and cholesterol. 

“Colon cancer is also rapid¬ 
ly im.*reasing among Ja^janese 
migrants to the t'nited Stales, 
and again this finding is con- 
aistent with the adoption of 
American eating habits,“ he 
said in citing a recent study 
made in Ja^ian, Hawaii and 
California.

posed the curfew when if wa* 
introduced In Port CbquitUun 
a year ago. thinking the po. 
lice would be ”a taxi service" 
for juveniles. 

In addition to i^irrey and 
Port Cxtuttlam, Maple Ridge, 
which ad.k^na Port Coquitlam, 
and Penticton in the Okana¬ 
gan Vailey have instituted 
(*urfew bylaws for juveniles. 

The bylaw j>rovide.s that 
anyone 15 years or younger 
must be off the streets be¬ 
tween 11 p.tn. and € a.m. 
unless accompanied by a 
parent or guardian or on the 
street for an unavoidable rea¬ 
son. 

Violator* may receive a 
warning, a trip home or a 


visit to the police station 
where parent* are called to 
pick up their charge*. 

Parent* who habitually 
allow their children to con¬ 
travene the bylaw are liable 
to a fine of $5 on conviction. 

Insp. Marv Young, officer 
In charge of the Oxiuitlajn 
RCMP detachment, which 
covers Port OoqurtlMn, wa* an 
early opponent of thd curfew 
but has changed his opinion. 

”My fellows feel the curfew 
bylaw is valuable. It gives 
them another tool,'' he said. 

“In the normal course erf an 
evening ahift, a child may be 
picked up on liquor act vierfa- 
tions or Protection of Children 
Act violations, but they may 
also be violating ciirfew. The 
bylaw is there when there l« 
nothing else.” 

Ona Mae Roy, president ot 
the Coquitlam and district 
parent-teacher council, said 
the curfew gives jiarents “a 
mental stick-- * backup mea¬ 
sure.” 

“A parent can say: 'You 
have to be home because it's 
the law.’” 

In Penticton. RCMP frf- 
ficer-in-charge, In*p. Howard 
Turner, said the curfew is 
helfjing the city’s new youth 
detail, set up in Api4 to com¬ 
bat a high incidence of youth¬ 
ful vandalism and crime. 

■ ‘C^irfew was not put in as a 
pimishnient. I think the stig¬ 
ma of having to go and pick 
your child \>p at the local |)o- 
lice station is more imt>ortant 
as a deterrent than a higher 
fine would he. ”

In Britain a four-bedroom 
house in an expensive neigh¬ 
borhood costs from 372,000 to 
SlM.OOO-but that la peanut.s 
compered wlh the 3280.000 
the same type of hou.se would 
cost in Switzerland or Austria. 

Even the smaller luxuries 
of Ufe come cheaper for the 
Briton. A man's pair of 
leather shoes—tram 319 to 327 
in Britain can oast up to 384 
in Austria, 354 in F^atKe and 
351 in HoUand. 

An off-the-peg summer 
drew up to 327 In Britain but 
373 in Ssveden and to 377 In

Republicans anger Wayne 


HOLLYT^tKDD (UPI) — li»- 
tea up. you RepxAlicani. 
Somebody better out of 
Kansas Oty sundown. 

John Wayne, a staunch sup¬ 
porter of Ranald Reagan, 
complains he’s been “dislnvit- 
ed" to the Republican na¬ 
tional CMiventicm. 

The Duke is peeved. 

He thinks Reagan is getting 
a raw deal from the forces of 
President Ford, and especial¬ 
ly from Vice-President Nel¬ 
son Rockefeller. He wants to 
go to the convention to “speak 
my piece.” 

Wayne said he was asked 
earlier this year by George 
Murphy, the former actor and 
California senator, to appear 
in the convention’s opening 
ceremony. 

“I told George, who Is an 
old friend, that Td be happy 
to go.” said Wayne. But now 
he's not on the program. 

Muiphy. now with a Waah- 
ington piiriic relationa firm, 
said that until recently *T had 
assumed the Didce would 
address the convention open¬ 
ing day. 

”Now I find out the conven¬ 


tion has so many organiza¬ 
tional programs that they've 
cut down on VIP appear¬ 
ances.” meaning Wayne. 

But he notes that Peatil Bai¬ 
ley and other prc^Ford enter¬ 
tainers would make appear¬ 
ances. 

Wayne complained the Ford 
administration "has been giv¬ 
ing Ronnie the G<ridwater 
treatment for a long time. 
They tried to make him sound 
like a warmonger on Pansima. 

••Well. I’ve known Ronnie 
since he v>'as president of the 
Screen Actors Guild and when 
he ran for governor of Califor¬ 
nia. He’s no i^v'armonger, so I 
decided not to be quiet about 
this,” Wayne said. 

"The guys responsible are 
Rockefeller and (William) 
Scranton. They’re supposed to 
be on Ford’s team, init Ford 
doesn’t have a team — just a 
bunch of guys manouevering 
him.” 

Wayne believes Reagan 
gives the RepiA)licans their 
only chance to beat Democrat 
nominee Jimmy Carter be¬ 
cause “Americans ar^ sick 


and tired of Washington” poli¬ 
ticians. 

“Carter is a vote against 
them and Ronnie has the 
same thing gc^ng for him,” 
Wayne said. “Ronnie was a 
more effective governor than 
Carter.” 

He said he would “go to 


Kansas City and speak my 
piece if I get an opportunity.” 

Wayne left on a fishing trip 
befwe learning that he does 
have an invitation to attend, if 
not to speak. 

“I’m inviting 'The Duke as 
my guest,” said Mun^. “I 
hope he’ll accept.”

OITAWA (CP) — American 
physicist Ernest Stemglass 
has chaUei^ed medical radla* 
tloo theories, saying the low 
doaes o< radiation that pe<^le 
all experimce dally are more 
tHaky than medical x-rays. 


“TT^ experts should be 
looking at the so-called 
harmless background radia¬ 
tion levels -- the fallout from 
past nuclear testing, the email 
radioactive leaks from nu¬ 
clear power plants, even cos¬ 
mic radiation.” he said in an 
interview dining an Inter¬ 
national medical physics con¬ 
ference. 


“These low levels subtly 
damage cell walls and cripple 
the body's natural def»ce 
systenu, making bodi the 
very young and the very old 
eapecialily vulnerable to dis¬ 
ease because their cell repair 
mechanisms are slower than 
average.” 


Stemglass’ theory has 
created a controversy at the 
meeting and most medical 
physicists at the conference 
are skeptical. 


“Part of the problem is that 
he has cried wolf so many 
Ubnes before that he's lost Ms 
credibility,” said Professor 
Hebert Gorson, chief tiie 
medical physics division of 
TTiomas Jefferson University 
in Philadelphia. 


‘*It will take many weeks of 
study of his supporting statis¬ 
tics to see if he makes his 
case." 


But Stemglass of the Uni¬ 
versity of Pittsburgh, says: 


“Unit for unit. I think these 
background levels of radiation 
are 100 to 1,000 times more 
damaging than medical 
x-rays” 


“If we are willing to face 
this terrible reality then we 
can reduce the global in¬ 
cidence of chronic disease and 
cemcen.” 


Stemgilase says he believes 
that rapid increases in child¬ 
hood cases of leukemia and 
chronic diseases such as Influ¬ 
enza. pneumonia and measles 
can be explained by the effect 
that low doses radiation 
over long time periods have 
on the body’s immune sys¬ 
tems. 


He says his study of disease 
Incidence In Japan shows a 
startling increase In childhood 
cancers and chnxiic diseases 
four to five years after each 
nuclear testing evisodc. 


The five-day international 
conference on medical phys¬ 
ics ends Friday.

Dick told reporter s this 
approach stymied all hope for 
realistic student unonploy- 
ment flgiires. As a result, it 
would be hr^oBsiUe to plan 
for joblesB students in the fu¬ 
ture. 

“I hav*e no doubt it's delib¬ 
erate,” Dick Raid. “The 
government is trying to blur 
tile whole thing by burying 
the figures."

Garden Notes 


Th« pdony \$ one pimt 
which tloMtn't take kind¬ 
ly to tnuwpltnilnf, ond 
alwtye seeme htppbet when 
you don't fOM with it too 
much, Aliowlnp It to tetUe 
down oomfoetofaly in the one 
place for a ipon of four or 
hve yean. However, there 
oomec a time in the llf^ qI 
every perennial plant when U 
feU overgrown and oangeat- 
ed, and all the goodnepa in the 
aoU around tha roota le ex* 
Haueted. 

There art eeveral plane that 
indicate when a peony li 
ready fer a move. The bueh 
becomei pretty Mg, for one 
thing, with a doKen or more 
stems eomlng up from the 
roots. The outer stems of the 
clung) are floppy and weak 
and must be supported by 
stakes and a string tied 
around its middle. The flow¬ 
ers are numerous but some¬ 
what smaller than normal, 
and they don’t last very long 
in bloom. They become 
almost useless for vases and 
bowis, for they start shedding 
their petals very soon after 
cutting. 


Several of my .wife's pet 
peonies have reached this 
stage after living in the same 
site for five years, with 
blooms nowhere near as large 
nor as fresh-looking as those 
on younger jdants. These have 
been earmarked to tw dug igt 
this fal). divided and replant¬ 
ed in a different aite. 

Along about September I 
will start watching these 
plants carefully for die eigni 
indicating that the ideal time 
(or transplanting has arrived. 
This signal is a change in the 
color of the leaf — usually 
reddish or bronze tdnts ap- 
fiear, or in some varieties, 
merely a darker or dulier 
.shade of green. This can 
occur any time ki the tali, and 
thia autumn aoloidng si^hfies 
not only the beat time of the 
whole year to move your 
present plants, but also the 
best time to buy and set out 
roots of new varieties. 

Many peony roots are 
bm^t and i^anted in the 
spring, although spring is 
most certainly not the ideal 
time, I luppoae the garden 
shops feel they have a better

chance of selling them while 
the gardening fever Is running 
11 a highest tamneratura. 
These afiring.^anted roots 
will usually ai^viva In good 
health, but usually they tahe 
a year longer to come into 
bloom than those planted in 
the fall. 

To transplant your over- 
gmwn specimens, ease them 
out at the ground very gently 
with a digging fork, pry up 
fiwji aevwal different i^les 
until they come free wilWt 
any breakage of the roots. It 
is a good idea to sit a clump 
upside down on tha lawn and 
waah tha soil off with the 
huaa. 

Now out off all the top, 
growth close to the roofs, and 
only safe place for these 
stems Is in the incinerator or 
gaihagc can, for there is a lot 
of peony disease around, and 
the winter heme at the Infecb 
ing spores is on the baie pa^ 
tions of the old steme. 

We Are roaiW now to divide 
our clump of heshy Note Into 
smaller pleeea, using a sharp 
knife or an old hacksaw 
blade. Don't out up the clump

Roeita 
planted much deeper than this 
will grow, but oftsn make all 
leaves and no flowers. 

There oeema ip be a pmiu- 
ler belief that manure MwuU 
never be used in e peesty- 
Planting site. PenonUly, I 
have had nothing but pood re¬ 
sults from digging in vacy aU 
rotted snasure, and I Aan’t 
think any other materw adu 
conditiaii the soil quits as sal- 
iafaetorily. It should ha mllP 
ed intimali^ wiEi the eoU, 
not juat dumped inle the hat. 
tom of the planting hide.

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The plague of deception 


The neMt time you engage 
in serious conversation with a 
friend. coUeague or co- 
wt>rker, examine your lan¬ 
guage and see if you are not, 
like moot, Infected wtth a con¬ 
tagious \irus which rages to 
epidemic form. 

One can not pick up a dally 
newsftaper without being dra- 
maticeilly aware of the singu¬ 
lar role which this infection 
pla>s in human affairs..R is 
the plague of deception. 

A report of some local pniR- 
leal "swindle;" an "objec¬ 
tive*’ announc^ent of 
the financial posltian of 
aome nondeacript business 
corporation; an official denial 
by a bead of state regarding 
some international coeduca¬ 
tion; all of these, and many 
more are dear examines of 
the manner In which the pub¬ 
lic Is mcrciletsly beguiled. 
Bewitched, bothered and be¬ 
wildered, are we! and to self- 
defence. the victim — perhaps 
itowittin^ — discovers ttet 
he, too, can play the same 
game. 

In virtually every area of 
human affairs the socalled 
Eleventh Oommandment has 
become a major obsession. 
It reeds: "Thou shall not get 
caught!" The result is dear: 
Mote of us come to Uve by a 
new, dsfensivt bnperati\’e: 
"Suspect thy neighbour, as 
thystUl"

Often, when we innocently 
talk to another person we sud¬ 
denly are overwhelmed by a 
curious suspicion that he Is 
reading more of our thoughts 
than we are revealing In 
words. The suspickxi quickly 
gives blith to fright, and 
fright to an irrattcnal desire 
to veil the truth, to put it far 
out of view. 

Truth tells: If we will not 
tell it, it tells itself. There are 
bo iron curtains high enoi«h 
to shut out the light which 
shines farth from mind to 
mind, despite earnest desires 
to shield it from eight. 

Of ooLtfse, the deceit of 
others and self-deceit inevita¬ 
bly go hand to hand. B, to 
begin with, we were Incapable 
of fooling ourselves, we coidd 
not, tor very long, deceive 
others: We would, soon 
enough, laugh away our 
own foUiee. But while we 
through" someone etse’s de¬ 
ceits. nary do we cast a 
glance toa-ardly, to catch a 
glimpse of self-deceits, hard 
at work. 

This is our trouUe: We de¬ 
ceive ourselves Into the false 
belief tfwt no one sees though 
us, and that by barricading 
ourselves against the probe of 


others, we wiU never be dis¬ 
covered. The truth, however, 
lies, in the opposite direction. 
Human minds are translu¬ 
cent. Even the man in 
the street can tell you what 
the prime minister, the pre¬ 
mier, or the secretary are re¬ 
ally saying, try as these-may, 
to hide the truth. 

Yet P. T. Bamum's cyni- 
ctem — "a sucker is bom 
every minute is equally 
true. While we are victimized 
by our powerful drives toward 
self-deception, we also have 
strong desires to be beliaved 
by others. Consequently, our 
wish to appear credftde often 
forces us to accept the other 
feUow at face value. Ultimate¬ 
ly. we catch up with deception 
— we get the point — but 
often, not before wa have 
invested and lost our faith in 
the other man’s integrity. 

Always a tug-of-war goes on 
within us. Shall we beguile 
others, before they successful¬ 
ly fool us? Or shall we briieve 
them, since we. too, want to 
be believed? Moral codes of 
all religions, have always cau¬ 
tioned against giving in to the 
evil inclination of man’s 
imagination; they urge us to 
truth-telling and honest- 
dealing. 


But it wias not untfl tha ad¬ 
vent of depth psychedogy that 
we were given the human, not 
only the divine reasons, tor 
the pursuit of integrity. With 
the insights of this new knowl¬ 
edge we can cleariy obsttve 
hmv virtue and himian neces¬ 
sity converge. "It may cause 
general astonishment," wrote 
Sigmund Freud, "to ledin 
how’ much stronger is the Im¬ 
pulse to tell the truth than is 
usually supposed. ” 

Fhom the point cf view of 
mental health, psychiatrists 
are now teaching ahat reli¬ 
gious men have previously’ 
preached on faith. They say: 
The more mature and perie- 
trating his insight into the 
deep workings of personality, 
the more one becomes con¬ 
vinced of tihe practical (UflUty 
of trying to tool oneself or 
others. When we understand 
the activity of our falsely-mo¬ 
tivated egos and our vain de¬ 
sires to twist others around 
our untruths; when ws recog¬ 
nize that others can "read our 
minds" just as ecuily as we 
can theirs, then lying be¬ 
comes more than unneces¬ 
sary. It is downright toolish. 

Practical men can become 
wiser men w-hen they le^ 
not to waste time coddling 
their own complexes, nor dis¬ 
sipate precious energy eus- 
pecting olhere. .

Education 
and Welfare David Mathews 
said Wednesday. 

Mathews said the drug man¬ 
ufacturers have told him they 
will stop production of the 
swine flu vaccine Friday if an 
insurance plan is not devel¬ 
oped before then. 

"Then we will have a very 
critical proWom.” he said. 

Referring to the round the 
clock negotiations involving 
drug companies and insur¬ 
ance and government of¬ 
ficials. Mathews said, "to be 
perfectly frank. 1 cannot say 
with confidence that we have 
reached any kind of a solu¬ 
tion.” 

He said the drug companies 
have produced about half the 
215 million doses of swine flu 
vaccine which the govern¬ 
ment feels will be necessary, 
but the companies will never 
market even those doses 
which have been produced 
unless Insurance coverage is 
provided. 

Mathews said he was con¬ 
vinced there will be a demand 
for the vaccine though he 
stressed that the threat of a 
swine flu epidemic is only a 
possibility.

The survivors and the girl’s 
body were flown to Peking. 
Their comments on the devas¬ 
tation at Tangshan came after 
the New China News Agency 
announced the earthquake 
caused ‘great losses to peo¬ 
ple’s lives and property.” 

Millions Chinese slept In 
rain-anaked slreete for the 
second day today after what 
observers suggest one of the 
worst disasters in China's hi.s- 
tory. 

The government remained 
silent on total deaths and de¬ 
struction but the official Hsin- 
hua news agency reported 
that numerous medical teams 
have been rushed to the area, 
centred the industrial rom- 
ple.x of Tientsin-Tangshan. 
about 90 miles east and south¬ 
east of Peking. 

Foreign news agencies re¬ 
ported the death of at least 
one Japanese technican and a 
French wwnan who bad been 
visiting the region.

Industry ecperts also 
watched with growir^ con¬ 
cern marketing studies show¬ 
ing many young adults now 
prefer to drink cola or other 
soft drinks instead ctf coffee.

The coffee bonanza also 
brought a series of internal 
problems.

To induce Juan Valdes and 
bis mates to sell their coffee 
at official export prices, the 
go\'emment estabdished a 
special coffee savings bond 
worth about $30 and offered 
one for each 275-pound, two- 
sack "load." The bonds net 18 
per cent interest every six 
months, but desfrite a nation¬ 
wide public relatiora cam¬ 
paign on radio to sell farmers 
on the idea, initial interest 
has been lukewarm. 

The wide gap bebA^een the 
windfall coffee eamfngs and 
foreign markets and the low 
domestic prices caused politi¬ 
cal problems for the Lopez 
government i^hen leftist pea¬ 
sant organizations gnimMed 
about the u-oikingman not 


reaping the full benefits of the 
coffee boom. 

Big growers grumt^ed that 
pickers had heard of the fna- 
tastlc coffee prices abroad 
and demanded more wages 
which could drive them out of 
business if the market sud¬ 
denly dropped again. 

"The whole socalled coffee 
bonanza is nothing but a great 
big disaster," commented the 
owner of a radio chain with 
rural contacts. "People don’t 
realize the hidden dangers."

Nanaimo region’s planner

The Canadian Transport 
Commission has accused CP 
Rail illegal conduct in the 
closing of the Ksquimalt and 
Nanaimo Railway between 
Parksville and Courtenay and 
warned that any unneccssau-y 
delay in resuming service will 
bring charges. 


A policy is needed to deal 
with “hardship cases" where 
people request an additional 
dwelling on a parcel of land 
so that elderly relatives can 
be cared for. says Nanaimo 
Region Board planning direc- 
lor Gordon Summers. 

The board is receiving re¬ 
quests for permission to move 
8 mobile home next to an 
existing oiling so an aged 


parent can be cared for, and 
it currently handles them with 
a system of special permits 
and restrictive covenants. 

But the process takes time 
to complete, and is an un¬ 
wieldy method of getting 
around provisi<xis in bylaws 
restricting dwellings to one 
per parcel of land. Summers 
told a board meeting last 
week. 


“Many people think that 
they can get a building permit 
as soon as the planning com¬ 
mittee passes the motion to 
issue the special permit, but 
registering a restrictive cove¬ 
nant takes some time. It isn't 
pleasant to have people 
pounding on the door for their 
permits before we can legally 
issue them." 


At some time, suggested 
Summers, a line will have to 
be drawn restricting this 
practice, or language permit¬ 
ting the practice will have to 
be put into the bylaw. 

The restrictive covenants 
now used by the rcglOT per¬ 
mit occupancy by the speci¬ 
fied persons only, for their 
lifetime.

A siKikesmen said the men 
wore making approximately 
$110 per month and ab(5ut 75 
per cent of that was t)elng 
withheld and delivered, in¬ 
stead. to the seamen’s family 
back home. Fourteen of the 
crewmen are Filipinos and 
four are Chinese. In addition, 
the men were receiving $1.75 
per day food allowance.

Taxation on tap 

DUNCAN — ^IcmjtHTa of the Union of B.C. municipalities 
nlll be asked at their September annual convention wliether 
they approve of s<’hool districts and regional districts being 
exempt from property tax. 

Duncan city council has submitted a resolution to the (-on* 
ventinn committee asking that legislation be drawn up to 
provide that regional districts and school districts pay prop¬ 
erty taxes on land and improvements owned by them. 

These iMultes are currently exempt from property taxa¬ 
tion hy virtue of sections in the Municipal Act. 


It has also expressed strong 
critioisni of the company's at¬ 
titude in the cloalng, particu¬ 
larly in connection with the in¬ 
convenience and extra costs 
inflicted on a number of in¬ 
dustries.

44-mile stretch of track. 

The ruling was handed 
down in Ottawa Tuesday and 
the report released in Victoria 
Wednesday. It Is signed by 
committee chairman David 
H. Jones and commissioner 
E. H. LaBorde. The two con¬ 
ducted hearings in Courtenay 
and Victoria last March on 
CP Rail requests that it not 
be ordered to re-open the 
closed section and ttot -it be 
allowed to discontinue passen¬ 
ger service over the entire 
line from Victoria to Cour¬ 
tenay. 

The roling dealing with the 
passenger service is to he 
handed dosvn later. The com- 
fnittee said it dealt first with 
the closed section of the line 
because of the urgency of the 
situation. 

How kmg it will lake to reo¬ 
pen the Parksville^^urtenay 
line is a question that remains 
unanswer^. During the hear¬ 
ings the company estimated 
the rebuilding of bridges at 
French Creek and 'Tsable 
River would take a year to 18 
months. But the committee 
notes other evidence that the 
job could be done In four to 
six months. 

The section of track was 
vlosed to passenger and 
freight traffic 13 montivs ago 
because trestles at the two 
bridges had become unsafe. 

In Its decision, the commit¬ 
tee says the company knew 
the lifespan of the bridges 
years ahead of time but did 
little to arrangmcnl for their 
replacement. 

While it wasn't technically 
applying for abandonment of 
the nortiiern section of the 
line, the company was in ef¬ 
fect abandoning it without the 
necessary commission ap¬ 
proval. the committee said. 

It also said that if it acced¬ 
ed to the CP Rail request it 
would be "approving the Ille¬ 
gal conduct of CPR up to the 
present with regard to this 
line .. 

In addition, it would be 
leaving "the door wide open 
for CPR to use this method in 
the future on other lines and 
railways" as a way of getting 
around the Railway Act. 

In ordering reconstruction 
of the Iwidges. the committee 
also warned it was empo¬ 
wered to “order that charges 
be imposed on the company 
for any default or delay on 
the part of CPR in furnishing 
suitable accommodiation on 
the Partaville to Courtenay 
line . . ." 

It said it would not hesitate 
to do so “if circtimstances 
warrant." 


Province will be asked to improve Nanaimo bus serVice

In an era when Olympic 
medals are linked to social 
systems and athletes who win 
them are produced on con¬ 
veyor belts, the men and 


women who once trained after 
work and at the wjcekend can 
no longer expect to make the 
Olympic elite. 

‘Sport has become a full¬ 
time job, a vocation and those 
w+so practice it are treated, 
fed and nursed tike demi-gods 
in the big sporting nations.*’ a 
Central American team man¬ 
ager says. 

When Cuba's new Olympic 
8(X) metres champion Alberto 
Juantorena proudly boasts 


that on . his"! Island "all 
comrades have a chance to 
become sport superstars if 
they have the talent because 
the state will see to them." he 
is absjlutcly right. 

The state-provided funds, 
schools and facilities in the 
East European countnes have 
long provided crack perform¬ 
ers and several other nations 
are copying the idea. 

The East Germans, astute 
students of the Rusaiani, have 


done as well as the Soviet 
Union, and the Cubans, who 
imixjrted the best coaches 
from Eastern Eurc^. are 
fast catching up. 

Even countries such as 
Mexico, which had little im¬ 
pact on the international 
sporting scene a few years 
ago. has created a state-paid 
Olympic centre for athletic 
talents. 

Mexico reaped its firat 


fruits here with a gold medal 
in the 20-kilometre walk, the 
C3untry's first Olympic gold In 
athletics. 

"It's no good being talented 
alone these days, you need 
coaches and facilities to make 
the top grade." says Marie- 
Antiqnette (luthier who has 
been Haiti's national sprint 
champion for five years but 
never passed the first heal 
here. 


The situation was presented 
bluntly by Australian athletes 
who toW Prime Minister Mal¬ 
colm Fraser during his visit 
to the Olympic village that 
Australia would never .be a 
major sporting nation again 
unlesa it provided the facili¬ 
ties^ benefits and attention 
that eastern European ath¬ 
letes received.

Europeans earn 
honors on track 




MO>rrREAL (CP) Swe¬ 
den and France nabbed the 
spotlight in men's track and 
field w)mpetition at the Olym¬ 
pic Games on Wednesday, a 
day on which the Soviet Union 
won its first gold in athletics 
and the United States just es¬ 
caped being shut out of the 
medals altogether. 

East Germany continued to 
display its power in women's 
track and field with Rosi Ack- 
ermann coming close to 
breaking her own high jump 
world record in winning the 
gold, and team-mate ^erbel 
Eckert surprising with a win 
in the 200 metres. 

There were a few sfx)ts of 
good news for Canada, most 
of whose athletes failed tp 
match their personal best in 
their events at the Olympic 
Stadium. 

One wbo. exceeded her best 
was 16-year-old Julie W'hite of 
Brampton, Ont., who cleared 
1.87 metres (six feet IH) in 
the higd^ jump to fiiUsh lOth. 
Her previous high was 1.84 
(6-0‘i). 

Louise Walker of Toronto, 
the second Canadian in the 
high jump final, finished 20th 
with a jump erf 1.^ (5-lOU). 
well under her beat of 1.87. 


Guy Drut, a stylish French¬ 
man. brought his country its 
first track and field f^ld in 20 
years in winning the 
UO-metre hurdles. The last 
previous l-^nch victory was 
in 1956 by Alain Mamoun in 
the marathon. 

Anders Garderud gave Swe¬ 
den its first gold in 28 years 
when he broke his own world 
i-ecord in the 3,000-metre stee¬ 
plechase. Henry Eriksson had 
wtm the 1500 metres for Swe¬ 
den in 1948. 

Willie Davenport saved the 
United States from a track 
and field medal shutout when 
he finished third in the hur¬ 
dles.

Tangshan, an jm|x)rlanf 
coal mining centre, was near 
the e^centre of two powerful 
earthquakes W'e^esday.

“Some, no doubt, would 
argue tor abandonment of our 
traditional supfxirt for the 
state of Israel. Others would 
demand forceful Intervention 
against the Arabs,” Richard¬ 
son said. 

“Either course of action 
could fundamentally de- 
siabilize The international bal¬ 
ance of {Kiwcr and threaten 
ultimately to involve the Unit¬ 
ed Stales in a ma.ior military 
struggle." 

S(>eaking before the Inter¬ 
national Platform AssiK-iation. 
Richardson said .should an¬ 
other embargo be Impased, 
‘the results would be literally 
catastrophic." 

"Even with a billion barrels 
in storage prior to the embar¬ 
go. the economic consequence 
of a 50 per cent effective em¬ 
bargo would involve a gross 
national product loss of more 
than $50 hllHon in the first 
year and an associated loss 
of more than 1.3 million 
.jobs.” Richardson said. 


“If storage were not ade¬

yachting race. 

Even the victim’s wife —

"I am disappointed the 
American sailors did not 
deem it necessary’ to be here 
today.” said Supervising 
Coroner Glen McDonald. 

• If this had occurred in 
U.S. waters, the United States 
Coast Guard would have had 
a far more detailed account 
than I have. I can’t use a 
coroner’s subpoena in the 
state of Washington,” 

'rtte six-man jury returned a 
verdict of accidental death on 
4()-year-old Wifeur Proffit Wil¬ 
lard of Elma. Wash., and 
called for a raf^ Improve¬ 
ment in weather reporting 
and air-sea rescue communi¬ 
cations by Canadian authori- 
ties. 

The coroner said he had a 


*'gut feeling” that Canadians 
were not “pulling our weight” 
in race security.

Some folks 
have a habit of lying In bed 
tensed up about the day's (or 
the next day's) events.

An estimated $40,000 will 
have to be speni on structural 
repairs to the Royal Theatre 
if the hirilding Is tp serve as 
Victoria's quasi-arts centre 
for another 10 years. 

And that's the least expen¬ 
sive of three choices listed in 
a final report by a Victoria 
firm of consulting engineers 
on the theatre's condition. 

To extend the hiiilding’s life 
hy another 30 years, the re¬ 
port says, would cost $.500,000, 
and for an estimated $2.5 mil¬ 
lion the htiilding can be tom 
down and replaced by a new 
one. 

The report was firepared by 
Wims. Cunllffe. Tail and Co. 
Ltd. at a cost of $3,000. 

Oak Bay Aid. John floull. 
c-haimian of the Royal 
Theatre Committee, said the 
committee has recommended 
that the three owner- 
municipalities. Victoria, Saan¬ 
ich and Oak Bay. adopt the 
least expensive option. 

At the same time, he said, a 
recommendation will go be¬ 
fore the three councils to look 
around for a site that might 
e^'pntua^y accommodate a 
new performing-arts centre.

How-ever. he 
told the friend Tuesday morn¬ 
ing that he felt fall in the air 
and the friend thinks King 
might have just arisen 
Wednesday to put the heat on 
when the blast occurred.

P'rom here on. barring a 
conditions of complete subser¬ 
vience to human beings and 
after a good deal of toilet 
training. 

Oak Bay's streets and traf¬ 
fic committee decided 
Wednesday to recommend 
bylaw relations to council 
to restrict the activities of 
dogs in the municipality. 

*1^ "dog dung" bylaw to be 
(xinsidered by council says: 
"No owner shall allow or suf¬ 
fer his dog to leave or deposit 
manure or dung on any public 
place or private property 
other than the property of the 
owner shall immediately take 
steps to remove such manure 
or dung and to dispose of the 
same in a sanitary manner." 

Meanwhile proposed 


changes to the dog adminis¬ 
tration bylaw will ban dogs 
from alt Oak Bay beaches be¬ 
tween June I and Aug. 31, and 
at other times of the year 
allow on the beaches only 
dogs controlled by a compe¬ 
tent person. 

At that it's not as bad as It 
might have been. 

. Police Chief .John Green 
had been re<-ommpnding that 
dogs .should be cemfined to 
their owners’ pre^rties. 

Municipal admaniatrator W. 
S. Fleming, who worded the 
proposed bylaw at council’s 
instruction, said other munici¬ 
palities he had checked were 
of the opinion that the "dog 
dung” t^law was unenforce- 
abie. 

"Enforcement will oniy 
come when someone Is ag¬ 
grieved on private property 
and is prepared to lay 
charges themselves," he said. 

Aid. Douglas Mcl^eiland, 
who has led the move for the 
controlling bylaws, said he 
does not expect perfection. 

However, he would look tor 
improvement if the bylaw is 


passed, and he said he was 
sure Oak Bay residents re- 
sjieoled the law and would 
abide by it. J ' 

(Ireen said it would be easi¬ 
er to enforce a bylaw to keep 
dogs oft the streets al¬ 
together. 

"Dogs urinating do more 
actual damage to flowers and 
shrubs than manure itself." 
Green said. "But we are try¬ 
ing to control one aspect and 
allow the other aspect to con¬ 
tinue." 

Oak Bay crows, however, 
fared better than dogs at the 
hands of the committee. 

Kathryn Bottlng, 620 New- 
jiort. had asked council to 
control Oak Bay crows which 
she said were noisy ’ and 
preyed on songbirds. She had 
a 59*name petition to support 
her viewpoint. 

Mcl-elland. however, said 
little could be done. 

Crows nest c« Indian re- 
serx'e islands where council 
has no jurisdiction, and the 
municipality wouM he unable 
to organize any kind of crow- 
shoot. 


People are not allowed to 
discharge firearms in the mu- 
nicltMillty so there could be no 
private control, and i»ast poli¬ 
cy of arming policemen to.

A petition protesting food 
quality at Wilkinson Road jail 
in Saanich and an affidavit 
protesting against solitary 
confinement for two men and 
lack ot medical attention for 
one of them were given to the 
judge, prosecutor and press 
Wednesday in Victoria provin¬ 
cial coinl. 

The petition, signed by 38 
inmates, all believed to in 
the jail’s awaiting-trial wing, 
asked the B.C. health depart¬ 
ment to check kitchen facili¬ 
ties for hygiene and food 
quality. nutriti(maJ value and 
preparation. It said inmates 
had "boycotted some meals." 

The affidavit. swxiiTt by one 
of the 38. protested recent aol- 
itary confinement for inmates 
Dennis Matthew WUstm and 
Henry Whonnock, as well as 
lack of medical attention for 
Wilson, and said solitary was 
contrary to a Supreme Court 
of Canada ruling. 

Judge F. S. Green did not 
hear the two papers, since 
their presenters were In court 
on other matters. He passed 
them on to the press via pros¬ 
ecutor Arniand Petronio. 

In a later Interview, jail 
Huthorities said some of the 
IKiints in the two papers were 
in error and provided answers 
to all the others. 

(»eorge Champagne, who 
appeared for the signing of a 
warrant suspending his 
parole, presented the health 
petition on behalf of the 37 
other signers and himself. 

It said the 38 inmates of 
Wilkinson Road jail, which 
had a population of about 65 
this week, "respectfully re¬ 
quest a foods and health in¬ 
spector to check on a periodic 
basic.'as it is in all public 
places, the kitchen facilities 
for hygiene and Ihe food qual¬ 
ity for nutritional value and 
preparatirm in this institution. 

"It has been noted that ther-e 
(are) no culinary inspections 
and that Ihe food preparation 
is done in advance, some¬ 
times as much as three days, 
and the bacteria count is un¬ 
doubtedly high. 

"Thia we have noticed be¬ 
cause a number of inmates 
continually vomit after a 
meal, especially lunches and 
dinners. We have boycotted 
meals and expect some 
changes but proper super¬ 
vision can only come from 
your (health) office." 

Jail authorities said stew 
was served for supper Mon¬ 
day and meat pie Tuesday. 
Only about a dozen ate the 
meat pie among the inmates 
and none complained. Staff 
members also had meat pie 
Tuesday. 

One official said kitchen fa¬ 
cilities in the fwl-yearold 
building were sub-par, with no 
major changes e.xcept equip¬ 
ment since it became a jail in 
1964. But Ihe staff included 
two qualified food .service of¬ 
ficers and a third was .joining 
shortly. 

He said a health depari- 
menl official checked the 
kitchen in June and new cut¬ 
ting boards followed, "rhe jail 
has been trying for some tim% 
to improve kitchm facilities 
and a B.C. public wtnks 
employee was there recently. 
A trailer-kitchen should follow 
later this year. 

The official said he would 
"stand by" the quality and 
nutritional value of the menu. 
The only time food might be 
prepared three days in ad¬ 
vance was when meat w as 
(hawed. 

"Usually when a meal Is 
served, there are secntMls.” 


he said. "How do they know 
the bacterial count? And If 
they vomit. I've never had a 


"rhe aff'idavlt was signed 
and presented by Brian Ke- 
liher, one of the 38, also ap- 
'pearing before Green on a 
I>aitkle matter. 

He said Wilson and Whon-

It said that "these prac¬ 
tices of denial of medic.al at¬ 
tention and placement, in soli¬ 
tary confinement have been 
systematically used by the of¬ 
ficials of (the jail) on an on- 
goirqc basis." 

The jail authorities' res¬ 
ponse to the affidavit, which 
was addressed 8imY>ly to the 
province of B.C., led wtih a 
flat dmiai that medical atten¬ 
tion was refused or that soli¬ 
tary confinement was used on 
a regular basis. 

One spokesman said the jail 
had received no instructions 
from the B.C. corrections 
branch to change solitary-con¬ 


finement TK>licy. He i»aid the 
policy was put Into effect 
about three or four times a 
month for one or two days 
each time. 

"It’s cme of the areas which 
we use as little as possible." 
he said. "I’m not saying it's 
the best place in the world, 
hut there has got to be segre¬ 
gation when they’re filthy- 
mouthed. tor example. Other¬ 
wise. they can create all sorts 
of problems. 

"We have to have discipline. 
Without it, we've got noth¬ 
ing." 

The official said there had 
been cases of five days in soli¬ 
tary confinemenl where the 
inmate was released after two 
or three days "if it seemed to 
he cleared up . . . and he had 
to go back ” 

He said Wilson was not 
traced In solitary confinement 
after his infection hut was 
placed "under ohseev^tion in 
. the hospital area" for one or 
two days. Wilson was alone 
there, and the official be¬ 
lieved the wrist-slashing oc¬ 
curred after his arrival. 

The spokesman said Whon¬ 
nock was fed while in solitary 
and was put there for about a 
day because of "his behavior 
pattern.” 

He said the .jail Intruded a 
medical officer who was not a 
medical doctor and acted as a 
clearing house. referring 
cases to a vistting doctor or to 
hofiiiital. 

"If the doctiw had to see 
them all, he’d have no time to 
see all the needy cases." the 
official said. "We don’t view 
this resiKinsibility lightly." 


Ex-Mountie hired 
next day hy ICBC 


F'ormer RCMP Staff Sgt. 
Fred Bodnaruk wa.* hired as 
a fraud investigator for the 
Insurance CcMp. of B.C. the 
day after he quit the federal 
tmlice force in protest against 
the abolition of capital punish¬ 
ment. an ICBC spokesman 
said Wednesday. 

The spokesman said Brxl- 
naruk was hired as an officer 
xvith the eight-man ICBC unit 
that investigates insurance 
frauds. 

He refused to divulge Bod- 
naruk’s salary, but the former 
RCMP officer said he was 
being paid less by ICBC than 
he received from the RCMP. 
although he wouldn't say how 
much. 

Bodnaruk said he had 


known about the ICBC oppor¬ 
tunity before he announced 
his resignation, but was not 
certain he wra^Id get the .job 
until after he left the RCMP.
